An Effective Effort Being Made to Fix Up 
a Semi-Metallic Return Circuit—This 
Failing an Injunctiion to Restrain the 
Operation of the Lighting Plants Prob- 
able—The City’s Police and Fire System 
Telephones Also Knocked Out ot Time— 
The Lighting Companies Endeavoring 
to Help Out in the Trouble asd Mead Of 
Possible Injunctions—The Expedtents Re- 
sorted to. 


The telephone service of St. Louis is to-day 
just about knocked out. The cause of the 
trouble is the beginning ofthe operation of 
the Missouri Electric Light Co.’s plant. It 
was first manifested Tuesday evening and 


SS esterday Morning early, when the electric 


4 \ ights were turned on. It was not 
then, however, a comparison to 
the trouble to-day. About II o’clock 
this morning it began anew, and by noon the 
Bell Telepnone Co. had 1,000 wires utterly 
useless, and about 90 per cent of its service 
was very seriously impaired. The fire alarm 
telegraph was in working order, but the tele- 
phone and police system of the city were 
crippled almost to uselessness. 

The question then was what to do about it, 
as there could possibly be no remedy as long 
as existing conditions remain. General Man- 
ger Geo. F. Durant of the Bell, when seen, 
took a despondent view of the situation, and 
aid

would bea metallle cireult for each sub- 
scriber, and this would involve an under- 
round Circuit:

Superintendent 
of Electric Lighting called up, saying he 
would have the trouble remedied if the tele- 
phone people could tell where the induction 
came from. This it was impossible to 
gay, as the only place it really came 
from was from the electric plants. Out- 
side of that, inquiry might as well be made as 
to where the wind comes from. The induc- 
tion can only come from the electric light 
wires. The wires not being large enough 
to carry the full force, the cur- 
rent seeks other wires, not carrying their 
capacity. Absolute contact is not necessary 
to do the damage, ss the induction comes 
from the waves of electricity spreading out 
from the lighting wires. This spreading out Is 
best described by Mr. Benedict by comparing it 
by way of illustration, to the effect of drop- 
ping a pebble intoperfectly still water. The 
’ ripples that extend out in circles represent 
the circles surrounding the lighting wire.

He Expires From «ua Stroke of Paralysis at 
Omaha, Neb. 


Father Damen, 8. J., died last night at 
Omaha, Neb., of a stroke of paralysis re- 
ceived at Cheyenne some months ago while 
on his way to the Pacific Coast. Father Damen 
was one of the best known ofthe Jesuit mis- 
sionaries in America and his reputation as an 


exhorter was particularly well established in 
St. Louis, where he labored for many years. 
All the old time attendants at the 
College Ohuroh on Ninth 
Christy avenue well remember him. 
The missions which he conducted in that 
edifice are a part of the history of Catholicism 
in St. Louls. During tne know-nothing riots 
when the College Church was threatened 
with destruction Father Damen was the 
arish priest, and on the night when the 

now-Nothings marched to the church he had 
thousands of people in the streets prepared 
to defend it with their lives. He also had a 
reserve force well armed which was 
stationed a couple of squares away and who 
were to be notified that they were needed by 
the ringing of the church bell. When the 
Know Nothings saw the preparations which 
had been madeto defend the church they re- 
frained from attacking it and went down to 
Sixth and Biddle streets to sack St. Patrick’s. 
It was there that thelr leader, Violet, was 
killed. Father Damen nad a grand voice and 
wielded a peculiar influen os over his hearers. 
He was by nature adapted to the work to 
which he devoted his life. Shortiy before be 
was stricken down he gave a mission atthe 
new College Church on Grand avenue.

A form of the disease called chiorosis, or 
green-sickness, which gets its name from the 
sickiy greenish hue of the skin, is not in- 
frequently seen; it occurs es ially in — 
women who have too mech inaoet life an 
too little exercise, 

Several theories have been brought forward 
by eminent medical gentlemen to explain the 

ection. One authority ascribes it to the 
imperfect development of the heart and blood 
making organs; another thinks it is due to the 
inability of the formative tissues to meet the 
demands of the growing organism; still a third 
believes it to result from a lack of in aform 
Suitable for assimilation.

GEORGE H. WALLACE OF MISSOURI BEFORE 
THE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


The Duty on Wool—Petitions of Growers— 
Gen. Clark, Ex-Clerk of the House, Steps 
Down and Out—The World’s Fair Con- 
test—An American Murderer Executed in 


Mexico. 


Rv Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Jan. 2.—Ex-Olerk of 
the House of Representatives Jobn B. Clark, 
Jr., received his official clearance papers from 
the Auditor of the Treasury this morning. 
This closes the gentleman’s career as an 
officer of the house, andthe early settlement 
ot his official affairs adds to his already good 
record. 

At the St. Louls World’s Fair headquarters 
this morning Gen. John B. Clark stated that 
he had not heard of any unusual efforts that 
were to be made by New York people. He 
has word that the St. Louis delegation 
will be here Monday next and 
will be ready to receive them. They 
will go before the Senate Committee in the 
interest of St. Louis on the 8thinst. Gen. 
Clark reports everything quiet just now, 
owing to the holiday absence of members. 

There is nothing new at this end of the line 
in the St. Louis Post-office contest this morn- 
idg. Something is looked for to occur early 
next week.

The Tariff Hearings. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 2.—The Ways and 
Means Committee to-day heard arguments 
by representatives of the wool-growers. 
George H. Wallace of Missouri read 


a prepared paper abounding with 
statistics to demonstrate the necessity 
for maintaining the duties on imported wool 
and suggested an adjustable tariff which 
would diminish when wool was scarce and 
high in price and increase when it 
was plentiful and low in price. He 
dwelt at length upon what he 
described as imperfections of the present 
classifications, saying that in Wanamaker’s 
store could be seen pantaloons made of third. 
class or carpet wool, and sold at $3.50 per 
pair. The importers of wool said that 
this grade of wool was used every- 
where and for all kinds of wool manufactur- 
ing as well as carpets. This demonstrated the 
fact that the importation of third-class woo! 
under the present law is diminishing the 
production of wool in America. Rep 
resentative Flower questioned Mr. Wal- 
lace closely as to actual cost 
of wool production in Missouri, elicit- 
ing the fact thatthe land was worth from $35 
to $40 peracre, and that it would maintain 
one sheep peracre. Representative Carlisle 
joined in the inquiry and ascertained from the 
witness that the fleece averaged about 31.50. 
The actual cost of production of the wool was 
about 20 cents a pound. 

There was no money to be made at that 
figure, but there were other considerations to 
be heeded, such as the manuring of the land, 
the fact that sheep cleared off brambles and 
weeds and otherwise benefited the farm. 

Mr. Breckluridge having put a long hypo- 
thetical question, respecting the profit of 
wool growing in the United States, the witness 
replied drily tnat be would find that subject 
discussed with great ability in the President’s 
of two years ogo. 
Bennett of Boston, editor of the 
American Wool Reporter, was the next witness, 
and said that two petitions would be pre- 
sented to Congress—one signed by 6530 per- 
sons in favor of free wool, and the 
other signed by 26° persons in favor 
ot an ad valorem duty on wool in place of 
the present specific form of duty. VContinu- 
ing,the witness said that the petitions showed 
that the rank dnd fileof smaller manufactur- 
ere were as willing to express their opinions 
in regard to the wool duties as were the 

reat leaders of the trade. No effort 

ad been made to ascertain the politics of the 
signers of the petitions (laughter).

In answerto Chairman McKinley, witness 
said that personally he favored the ad valo- 
rem petition. He was averse to radical 
changes and believed that an ad valorem duty 
of 40 per cent on combings and 

per cent on carpet wool 
would afford all sufficient protection. 
Replying to Mr. Carlisle the witness said that 
it was undoubtedly true that as land increased 
in price the number of sheep decreased; where 
the sheep decreased the prosperity of the in- 
habitants increased vastly. He did 
not think that the teriff on wool had Increased 
the price realized by the wool-grower. At the 
conclusion of Mr. Bennett’s testimony a re- 
cess was taken. 

After recess J. F. Gibbs of Greeely, Colo., 
took the stand and gavea number of statis- 
tics relative to the cost of growing and mar- 
keting wool in the West. Taking the ac- 
counts of a Colorado farm, he 
showed that 13,000 pounds of raw 
wool cost the grower about 2 cents 
per pound; et the seaboard it cost 30 cents, 
and after scouring pretty nearly 90 cents. He 
read from a letter written by a Colorado sheep 
grower to show the great hazards of the busi- 
ness, resulting from stormsand blizzards and 
prairie fires and severe winters.

THEY REMAIN SILENT. 


THE POLICE REFUSE TO DISCUSS DREXLER’S 
CHARGES AGAINST THEM.

Officer Scully Intimates Thht He Has Been 
Instructed to Say Nothing and Chief 
Huebler Denies All Kuowledge of Such 
Orders— Drexler Explains His statements 
to Capt. Young and Mr. Dierkes. 


The police are pursuing strange tactics in 
regard to the charges Made by E. A. Drexler 
against Officers Ecully and Danaher. AI- 
though these charges ure of a most serious 
character no explanation of them is 
offered by the policemen concerned. 
Officer Scully, who was seen to-day, 
evades answering them and intimates that he 
bas been lustructed not to speak. The state- 
ment made by Drexier stands uncontradicted, 
though it reflects most seriously on the Police 
Department. His statement, too, is corrobo- 
rated in part by others, who claim to have 
overheard a conversation between him 
and Officer Scully at Drexler’s 
place of business in which the officer told the 
lottery man that it he would prosecute ex- 
Policeman George Leonard and get him out 
of the way he could sell ali the lottery tickets 
he choose. 

Drexler keeps acigar store at No. 818 Pine 
street and L also a vender of 
lottery tickets. His story, which 
was published in the PoOstT-DISPATCH 
a few days ago, is as follows: Officer Scully 
came to him and told him that the police did 
not want to break up lottery, but 
merely desired to make some money 
out of it. Ex-Police Officer George 
Leonard and the Post-DISPATCH were 

RESPONSIBLE FOR THE PRESENT CRUSADE 
against lottery and the paper was paying 
Leonard $2,000 for giving them information 
about lottery. Leonard would have to be got 
out of the way and then the 
paper could not get any infor- 
mation and would drop the fight and 
lottery could again run. Drexler must prose- 
cute Leonard fer keeping on hand lottery 
tickets for sale. Such is Drexler’s story in 
substance, He also claims that Herman 
Bruner spoke to him in about the same 
strain, and says that he has 
frequently seen Scully about Bruner’s 
place. Drexier’s story goes further, 


He claims that while he was locked up in a 
cell after his arrest on a charge of selling lot- 
tery tickets Officers Scully and Danaher both 
came to him and told him that the police did 
not intend to break up lottery, but 
merely wanted to make money out of 
it, and that m a month or two, as 
soon as the present crusade stopped, lottery 
would run again. Drexler alleges even fur- 
ther, that Officer Danaher came to hie store 
one day, just after his (Drexel’s) release from 
the Four Courts, and told him that he wasa 
fool to stop selling lottery tickets and that 
he could go ahead and sell them as before. 
Drexier did take out warrants against Leon- 
ard, but when the cases came up inthe Court 
of Criminal Correction his attorney, Mr. P. F. 
Fauntleroy, stated that his client did 
not desire to prosecute them, as he 
was instigated by the police to bring the 
cases. Drexler made the same statement, 
saying that Officer Scully had instigated the 
prosecutions, The cases were then continued 
by the court until the 2th of the present

A SIGNIFICANT WARNING. 

The inauguration of municipal lighting 
by electricity was accompanied by a sig- 
nificant warning as to the danger threat- 
ening St. Louis from the multiplication of 
overhead wires carrying deadly currents. 

Although only the incandescent lights 
of the Missouri Electric Light Co. for the 
purpose of illuminating the alleys south 
of Chestnut street were turned on the re- 
sult was disastrous and affrighting. The 
telephone wires in proximity to the illu- 
minatine wires were rendered useless, 
several boxes were burned out and other 
accidents foreshadowing the possibility of 
terrible consequences to life and property 
occurred. In the northern section of the 
city, other electric wires killed a horse and 
a dog,severely shocked several people, de- 
stroyed a pole and created something of a 
panic. Witha series of such accidents 
occuring in one day from the few electric 
lighting wires now in use, what is to be 
expected when powerful currents flow 
over the network of wires shortly to be 
put in use for the illumination of the en- 
tire city and the running of electric rail-. 
ways? 

Is it possible to expect anything else 
except a repetition of. the experience of 
New York, where many lives have paid 
the penalty of carelessness in the use of 
electricity? The city authorities there 
have been compelled to cut down poles 
and wires and to fight the electric compa- 
nies in the courts. 

The lesson of New York’s experience 
and the warning of oyr own brief experi- 
ence should be heeded by our municipal 
authorities. Proper steps should be taken 
at the beginning of the experiment of mu- 
nicipal electric lighting to protect the 
lives and property of citizens. The pres- 
ervation of public safety should be the 
first condition imposed upon all manner 
of electric companies,

Fred Schroeder Mortally Wounded 
in an Early Morning 
: Encounter. 


Tony Guedde, His Assailant, 
Claims That He Used His 
Weapon in Self-Defense. 


William Mohr’s Skull Fractured by a Poker 
in the Hands of Joseph Eagan in an Al- 
tereation on West Chouteau Avenue 
Eagan Escapes After Committing the 
Assault—He Was Defending a Friend 
Whe Was Getting the Worst of a Fight 
A Five-Slded Row in Cheltenham in 
Which Knives and Kevolvers Were Used 
—Bernard Hermants and Edward Hem- 
ple Arrayed Against the Jones Family. 


A fatal stabbing affray took place at the cor- 
ner of Tenth and O’Fallon streets at an early 
hour this morning. About 6:80 o’cloock Fred 
Schroeder, living at 1000 O’ Fallon street, met 
Tony Guedde, 1222 North Tenth street, and 
the two began to quarrel over some trivial 
matter, the nature of Which neither of them 
has yet revealed. The quarrel resulted in an 
exchange of blows, after which both men 
drew their pocket-knives and went to work. 
Guedde plunged his knife into Schroeder’s 
left side just below the ribs,infilcting a wound 
which is almost certain to produce death. 
Guedde bimself receiveda slight gash over 
the left eye, butit is of a trivial character. 
After receiving his injury, Schroeder walked 
down to the Third District Police Station and 
reported the matter. He was immediately 
taken to the City Dispensary, where Dr. Jor- 
dan made a hasty examination of the wound 
and pronounced it extremely dangerous. It 
was not a cut but a stab, the knife blade hav- 
ing been plunged in point foremost, It pene-

NOONAN’S VETO MESSAGE. 


ITIS NOT VERY LENGTHY, BUT IT COVERS 
THE WHOLE CASE 


The Gas Bill Is Net Judicious Legislation for 
the City of St. Lonuis—This Is the Only 
Reason Given for the Veto—The Others 
Will Not Be Made Known—The Charter 
Requirements en Veto Messages. 


BOUT noon Mayor 
Noonan had a brief 
consultation with City 
Counselor Bell upon 
subjects concerning 
the World’s Fair 
Committee, after 
which he wrote out 
his veto message, so 
as to conform with the 
regulations of the 
z charter. The mes- 
ey sage is short and puts 
the whole business in 

very few words. 
| The Mayor was seen 

by a Post- DisPpaTCH reporter and asked: 
„What will your message to the House of 

Delegates be?’’ 

„Tou will know in five minutes. It ison 
the type-writer now, and will be in the hands 
of the clerk of the House in fifteen minutes.’’ 

That was all the Mayor had to 
say about gas. He went on to chat 
pleasantly with several persons in 
in the office until the Board of Public Im- 
provements came in to pay him the regular 
New Tears visit, which has been the custom 
ofthe board for years, A few pleasant re- 
marks were interchanged, and the Commis- 
sioners, after wishing his Honor a happy New 
Year, departed. The message was finished by 
the time the board left, and it was submitted 
to the Mayor for signature. It read as fol- 
lows: 

MAYOR’S OFFICE, 
Sr. Louis, December 31, 1889. 
To the House of Delegates ‘of the City of St. Louis: 

GENTLEMEN—I have made a careful —_ 
laborious examination of House biil No. 283 
and have listened to the arguments for and 
against itkand have reached the conclusion 
that it is not judicious legislation for the city 
of St. Louis, and accordingly decline to ap- 
provethe same. Respectfully, 

EDWARD A. NOONAK, Mavor. 

A copy of it was made and laid on the press 
table inthe outside office. This ends the 
Mayor’s duties as far as that measure is con- 
cerned. It now remains for the House of 
Delegates to decide what will be done with it. 
It is not probable thatthere will be a two- 
thirds majority ofthe entire House in favor 
of passing the bill over the Mayor’s veto. 

WHY HE WROTE A MESSAGE. 

The Mayor has disapproved of the gas bill 
and has under the charter been compelled to 
make bis return to the House of Delegates 
where the bill originated. He, under the 
charter, must send in bis objections or objec- 
tion to the bill, but all he needs do in — 
case is to give some valid objection, merel 
aformality. When it reaches the House t — 
the question arises whether the bill will be 
passed by a two-thirds vote over the Mayor’s 
veto. 

The law on the case is covered by secs. 28 
and 25, article 3, of the Charter as follows: 

Sec. 23. Every bill, immediately after its 
passage in both houses, shall be presented to 
the Mayor for his approval or disapproval, 
and the Mayor shall, within ten days after 
such presentation, consider and return such 
bill to the house In which it originated, with 
his approval indorsed thereon or accompanied 
4 his objection. If he approves the same it 

all become a law, or in case the 
Municipal Assembly remain in _ session 
for ten days after such presentation 
and the Mayor falls to return such bill as 
herein required, it shail become a law as if 
approved by him, provided, that if the Muni- 
cipal Assembly shall finally adjourn within 
ten days after any such presentation, the 
Mayor shall within ten days after such 
adjournment, return such bull to the Register, 
with his approval or reasons for disapproval, 
otherwise it shall become a law as 
approved. 

Sec. 25. Every bill presented as aforesaid, 
but returned without the approval of the 
Mayor, and with his objections thereto, shall 
standfas reconsidered inthe house to which 
it isreturned. The House shail cause the 
objections of the Mayor to be entered at large 
upon the journal, and proceed at its conven!l- 
ence to condider the question pending, which 
shall be in this form: ‘‘Shall thie bill pass, 
the objections of the Mayor thereto notwith- 
standing?’’ The vote upon this ques- 
tion shall be taken by yeas 
and pays, and the names ntered 
upon the journal, and if two-thirds of all the 
members elected to the House vote in the af- 
firmative, the presiding officer of that House 
shall certify that fact on the roll, attesting the 
same by his signature, and send ‘the bill with 
the objections of the Mayor to the other 
House, in which like proceedings shall be bad 
in relation thereto, and if the bill receivea 
like majority of the votes of all the members 
elected to that House, the vote being taken by 
yeasand nays, the presiding officer thereof 
shall inilke manner certify the fact upon the 
bill. This bill, thus certified, shall de- 
posited in the office of the Regis 207, as an 
authentic act, and shall become an ordinance 
in the same manner and with like effect as if it 
had the approval of the Mayor.

Price Current“ reviews the wool situation as 
follows: The receipts of wool for 1889 were 21,- 
018.920 lbs. against 18,354,760 lbs for 1888, an in- 
crease of 2,644,160 lbs, or more than 14 per cent. 
The stock on hand at the opening of the New 
Year is between 6, ,000 and 7,000, lbs 
and consists almost entirely of Texas 
and territory wools, largely of the sa dy descrip- 
tions, The year 1889 will go down in the history ot 
the wool trade as one of the gloomiest experienced 
tor a full decade. The best that can be said for our 
market is that it has been no worse here than else- 
where. The causes of the unfavorable season were 
two open winters in suetcession, with a specu- 
lative craze sandwiched in between. The 
discussion of the wool question dur- 
ing the last political campaign con- 
centrated the attention of the entire country on the 
staple. Most of the farmers believed that the sue- 
cess of the protective tariff party meant high prices 
for wool and they earner | heid out for them. 
Many of the middlemen (dealers) and a few of the 
manufacturers thought likewise. and the result was 
that the clip of 1889 left the farmers’ hands at high 
prices and. in case of sandy, shrinky wools, at values 
that subsequently proved disastrous, Some of the 
wealthier sheep men refused to sell and shared in 
the break which occurred when the stocks were 
largest. Manufacturers, as a whole, bought little be- 
yond immediate wants and the result is that sales of 
domestic woois in Boston are fully 55,000,000 Ibs 
behind last vear’s. The sales of foreign wools of all 
kinds show a decided increase; in fact, the receipts 
of imported wools are more than 30 per cent in ex- 
cess of those of 1558. Omitting carpet wools 
the increase is over “0 percent. From7 to 10 per 
cent more woolen goods were also imported in 1889 
than in 1888, and had it not been for the extremely 
high prices prevailingin HKurope, where the wool 
and woolen industries have been booming for nearly 
five ears past. the experience would have been still 
more disastrous to this country. As it was, there 
were 72 failures in the wool and woolen trade in 1889 
with liabilities of over 1 the ,000,000, or about three 
times the amount of 1888. The future of the large 
stocks of wool in all the leading markets depends on 
the prices that will be obtained for the new — 2 
wooiens, for which manufacturers are now trying io 
make contracts, With two open winters it is hard to 
secure advances on last year's prices, wl h were 
based on the abundant stock: of cheap wools secured 
during the 3 en. The comparatively 
stoc in their hands are 
high-priced. "The present situation 
therefore a ting one, The de- 
ciston of the Freasury — raising the duty 
on wor teds to a level with woolens has helped 
things alittle; while the high prices of tne choicest 
Australian wools abroad has caused an advance on 
the small percen 11 ofsimilar stock in this country. 
If prices will only up abroad and importations 
of goods decline. holders of wool are hopeful that 
manufacturers will secure the necessary advance on 
manufactured goods, and thus be able to pay bet ter 
prices for the raw material.

Origin of the Dollar Mark. 


From the New York Tribune. 

One of Prof. Rarebit’s brothers says again, 
and has long enjoyed immunity in saying, 
thatthe dollar mark 8 is a contraction of U. 
S. Well, he has enjoyed his fun long enough. 
Our American dollar, whether it is or is not 80 
called because a coin something like it was 
made in Joachimsthal in Germany (whence 
Joachimsthaler, next thaler, then daler, and 
finally dollar) in 1516, was borrowed by ua in 
1792 directly and avowedly from Spain. Jef- 
ferson recommended it as the unit of the 
decimal coinage, and Congress expressly en- 
acted that It should be of the weight and fine- 
ness of the Spanish milled dollar, as then 
current. Well, the Spanish milled dollar was 
called by the ‘Spaniards a piastra, or peso, 
being. in fact, the ‘*plece of eight“ (that is, 

eight rens) that bas delighted us ali in 
every tale of adventure on the Spanish main 
from Raleigh to Stevenson, inciusive, via 
Capt. Kidd and Charles Kingsley. And the 
Spanish merchant and accountant wrote its 
name $ before we did, perhaps meaning to 
cross a P, and perhaps to cross an 8, just as 
the Briton crosses bis £. And 80, dear Pro- 
fessor, $no more means U. 8. than means 
British Lion. 


A Numerous Family. 


There are some good-sized families in Maine 
to-day, but probably none so large as one 
mentioned in the historles of old colonial days.

The question of the possibility of curing 
tuberculosis of the larynx was discussed at the 
International Congress of Laryngology re- 
cently held in Paris. 

M. Schnitzler of Vienna is positive that 
tuberculosis of the larynx can be cured when- 


ever it is possible to transform the septic 
a nleerations into asep‘ic ulcerations. 
these ulcerations are superficial they 
must be treated by astringents and by mild 
and light cauterizations. If they are deep it 
is necessary to destroy the diseased tissue 
with a curette, or with the gaivano-cautery, 
using at the same time antiseptic substances. 

As an angwsthetic to quiet the pain of tuber- 
culosis of the larynx he recommends mor- 
phine and cocaine;as astringents the acetate 
of lead and phosphate of lime are most to be 
advised; as antiseptic substances the best are 
carbolic acid, Peruvian balsam and iodoform. 

In general terms the way in whichthe treat- 
ment is to be applied is as follows: 

The panes Is required to inhale an emul- 
sion of Peruvian balsam, to which is added 
some astringent substance; at the same time 
local applications should be made in the 
larynx with the same Peruvian balsam, com- 
bined with alcohol, oll and a little pepper- 

ment. Some collodion can likewise be added, 


— it has both a drying action and isolates the 


diseased surface, while the reruvian balsam 
is antiseptic and diminishes irritation. 

The action of the Peruvian balsam is, > 
Schnitzier’s opinion, quite extraordinary; 
lessens the swelling and the secretions, 24 F 
erates the infiltretion and favors the healing 
up of the ulcerations. Besides this, it lessens 
the pain and the dysphagia—that "is to gay, 
the difficuity In swallowing. 

The conclusion to be drawn ts that in the 
treatment of tuberculosis of the lungs we 
must not be led Into any ep eas either 
optimistic or pessimistic. It can be cured 
sometimes, but it almost always can be 
relieved. 

M. Heryng of Warsaw also believes in the 
curability of the ulcerations of the larynx in 
tuberculosis, but in his judgment no remedy |, 
can be compared with lactic acid, and the sur- 
gical treatment by the curette gives marvei- 
ous results. In his opinion one patient ont 
of three can be cured. Unfortunately he 
adds that be cannot guarantee that these re- 
coveries will be permanent ones, in which 
case is he authorized lu using the word re- 
covery? Are they not rather simple Improve- 
ments? 

M. Robrer of Zurich praises very highly in 
the treatment of tuberculous ulcerations of 
the larnyx local applications of a preparation 
ae 1 per cent of cocaine and of an- 

pyrin. 

M. Moure of Bordeaux is rather sceptical. 
Hethinks that you can effect cures by the 
different methods according to the case, and 
that sometimes patients get well without 
treatment. There is no treatment that can be 
called specific, and sometimes the remedy is 
worse than the disease, as is proved dy cer- 
tain cases of tuberculous laryngitis that have 
clearly been made worse by the lactic.acid 
treatment. 

This discussion seems to prove that the use 
of Peruvian balsam combined with collodion 
is a treatment which is astep in advance over 
former methods, and which seems 
have a numberof their drawbacks. 
a be recommended, and should be 
tried.

A REWARD OF $500 


MRS. COATES AND HER FRIENDS WEIL PAY 
FOR INFORMATION OF HEE CHILDRER. 


No Trace of the Little Ones Found—The 
Search for Dr. E. R. Comes and Sis 
Sister Sallie Unavailing—Attempt to 
Secure a Warrant for the Doctor’s Ar- 
rest Under United States Laws. 


Areward of $500 has been offered by Mrs.

She is 
prostrated bythe shock of her loss, and was 
to-day still unable to speak of her former 
husband’s action without great emotion. The 
police were notified of the abduction imme- 
diately after the letter was read yesterday, 
and acareful search was instituted for Miss 
Sallie Coates.

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LOCAL LANDSLIDES. 


A NUMBER OF OBSTRUCTIONS ON THE IRON 
MOUNTAIN ROAD LAST NIGHT. 


The Heaviest Rainfall Ever Known in St. 
Louis—Washouts Along the River Banks 
Trains Again Running as Usual—A 
Cold Wave Headed for This Section of 
the Country. 


HE heavy rains of 
yesterday aud the 
night before caused 
some inconvenience 
to travelers on the 
Iron Mountain yoad, 
between St. Lous and 
Sulphur Springs.

* = udden heavy rain 
, Feaused the loosening 
“ofa number of huge 
boulders, some of them weighing hun- 
dreds of tons each, which were 
impending on the sides of the bluff. 
These rolled down upon the tracks of the Iron 
Mountain road, bringing tons of debris and 
smaller boulders with them and in some 
places burying the tracks completely out of 
sight. There were a number of these small 
landslides but the trainmen were on the look- 
out for such things and were very careful in 
running. The trains which left here last night 
were detained 
UNTIL THIS MORNING 
and last night’s trains did not get into St. 
Louis until this morning. The steamer Idle- 
wild took a few of the passengers from the de- 
layed trains and brought them to St. Louis. 
A large gang of men were at once set to 
work to clear away the debris and this morn- 


ing the tracks were again ready for trafiic, 
although it was necessary to preserve due 
caution in Te because ofthe softness of 
the soil in some places which made the tracks 
settle slightly. There is no fear of any further 
landslides now, although a force of men is 
atrolling the Soy yes portion of the road 
ive the alarm in case of any obstruction 

on the track. 

The officials of the road state that the last 
rain was the heaviest ever known in this sec- 
tion of the country. The river rose rapidly, 
but this morning the waters are rapidly sub- 
siding again. 

A number of minor accidents to roads and 
railroad tracks have also been reported, and 
some bad washouts along the river 


banks.

The 
low land along it in Forest Park was under 
water, as were also several of the older 
bridges. 

IN THE MANUFACTURING SECTIONS _ 
along the Missouri Pacific, Howards, Chelten- 
ham and Clifton Heights, the river being out 
of its banks caused considerable damage. The 
site on which the Shickle, Harrison & Howard 
Co. proposes to build its new iron works was 
under water last evening. 

Farther south at several points the overflow 
from the Meramec River reached nearly to 
the River Des Peres flood,and roads as well as 
garden lands were under water. 

The gauge at the foot of Market street this 
morning showed the Mississippi had risen 
1 1-10 feet in the preceding twenty-four 
hours. This is a considerable rise, but will 
be far exceeded to-day.

A BLOW IN THE DARK. 


THE SECOND ATTEMPT TO MURDER FATHER 
KELLY AT ONEIDA, X. v. 


The Priest Summoned to His Door in the 
Dead of the Night and Murderously As- 
saulted—Escape of the Assassin—A Fre- 
vious Attempt to Poison Father Kelly— 
The Affair a Mystery. 


BV Télegraph to the Poast-DIsPaTcr. 

ONEIDA, N. v., January 2.—The life of Rev. 
Father James A. Kelly of St. Patrick's Chureh, 
this city, was attempted during the early 
hours of yesterday morning. The assassin 
was only prevented from accomplishing mur- 
der by the loud ourcries of the wounded man. 
After striking the first blow he fied in the 
darkness. This is the second attempt to do 
away with Father Kelly within three months. 
The first attempt was by poisoning. The 
affair offers no possible solution, in spite of 
the factthat detectives have been working 
upon it for some time past. It has been said 
that there is a woman in the case, 
but there is nothing in the pastor's 
known associations to confirm the supposi- 
tion. According to the story of the assault, 
Father Kelly was aroused about 3:3 in the 
morning by a summons on his door. He 
hastily drew on his clothing and descended to 
the hallway. In answertoaquery the stran- 
ger outside said that the priest’s services were 
desired at a deatu- bed, and asked to be ad- 
mitted. Father Kelly unbolted the door and 
opened cautiously to get a glimpse at the 
stranger. At this juncture the latter threw 
his weight against the door, forcing 
it inward and gaining ry partiai 
entrance to the hall. At the same time 
he struck Father Kelly a blow on the head 
with a heavy instrument. The forcing of the 
door bad prepared him for the attack, and the 
fact that the priest saw the blow coming and 
dodged promptly, saved his life. If the 
weapon had struck him squarely his skull 
would have been crushed. At it was, the 
blow was a glancing one and made an ugly 
scalp wound. Father Kelly grappied with his 
assailant and ’

The assassin, by an effort, disengaged himself 
and took to his heels, In the seufile he 
dropped his weapon.

DR. EDWARDS DISCUSSES AMERICA. 


She Is Delighted With Everyihing Except 
New York. 


From the Baltimore Sun. 

Miss Amelia B. Edwards, the famous En- 
glish woman, who bas been lecturing at the 
Peabody Institute on ‘‘Ancient Egypt, was 
interviewed yesterday by a reporter of the 
Sun. 

„What has surprised me in America,“ she 


said, is the luxury and splendor of the pub- 
lie buildings which lhave observed in great 
numbers in the cities I have thus far visited, 
either completed or in the course of erection. 
This extravagance is everywhere much 
greater than had anticipated. The very 
fact thut so much marble is used to such 
wood advantage in these edifices is not the 
least cause for my wonder. Such a small 
place—we should call it a provincial -town— 
as Hartford, Conn., has a magnificent and 
beautiful State- house, whose architecture is 
composite, comprising the elements of the 
Renuissance, Italian and Venetian Gothic, all 
blended together with the most consummate 
skill. Taken separately. one would expect 
an incongruous mixture. 

„„The surprising effects are not confined to 
one town, nor even to municipal buildings, 
for I bave noticed that many private dwell- 
ings, apparently of not wealthy people, are 
built with such lavishness as we only notice in 
England among the very rich. 

„What is most distinctly American are your 
railroads, more especially those in the city 
limits, the tramways and the like. The large 
numbers of what we would call the lower 
classes, the working peo ie in common, dirty 
clothes, with whom one comes in frequent 
and close contact on ferryboats and street cars, 
and especially their excellent deportment, are 
agreeable surprises. in England they would 
be looked on as rather rough customers, 
whose acquaintance we would not care to cul- 
tivate. Yet here they are generally gentle in 
their manners and quite polite. I have beea 
accustomed, too, to read in your papers jokes 
about conductors and police, ascribing ee 
them roughness of manner and savage shar 
ness of speech; describing them as men who 
not serüple to be rude, who are proud ane 
brusque in their replies; on the contrary I 
have been agreeably surprised in find- 
ing the reverse to be the case; that they are 
much more considerate, polite and attentive 
than are ours at home. These small officials 
are so different, in fact, from ours that it has 
occurred to me, judging from locks and be- 
havior, that they are real gentlemen who have 
lost their property—all save the diamonds and 
jewelry on their persons—and have sought out 
these places fora livelihood. Yes, I know 
you call everybody a gentieman 
who L correct in his habits 
thoughts, actions and demeanor. But what 1 
mean isthat men are characterized * such 
ease of bearing as we consider come from a 

ood breeding, a college education and the 
proper employment of leisure; that they have 
a power for looking after details which busy 
men of affairs usually forget. It may come 
from superior educational facilities, 
but if I mistake not the English 
schools are greater in number and efficiency 
than those of the United States. Then, too, 
in Germany, where education is compulsory, 
these officials are shockingly brutal and say- 
age in their treatment. It must be a * of 
the democratic ideas which make these le 
not only feel equality with the dest * he 
land, but which cause them to emulate their 
good qualities.’’ 

Miss Edwards said she was delighted with 
the — advantages of the palace cars on 
the raliroads, the easy chairs, the tables and 
other conveniences, In the first-class com- 
partment carriages of the old country one can 
ask the guard to purchase bim or her some- 
thing to eat at the railway stations, 
but it is far more convenient and pleasant 
to dine in the car at your leisure, She 
thought the railroad cars much too 
hot for comfort, however.

dangers and the state ofthe highways is suc 
as to make it tneomprebensible to English 

eople that enterprising Americans would 
ong endure it. The nackmen in 
New York add to one’s difficulties. They 
are arbitrary in their charges, and in im- 
posing on you claim that you have no redress. 
Even more remarkable is the cosmopolitan 
character of the people, Judging from the 
the faces on the streets and the names on the 
signs, not one person in half a dozen is Amer- 
ican or English.’

Just when 
the addresses will be delivered cannot yet be 
known, as this cannot be decided until after 
the meeting of the committee. The repre- 
sentatives of the different cities may be called 
upon atonce, and it may be several davs be- 
fore their arguments will be heard. The 
chairmen ofall the subcommittees are hard 
at work compiling statistics and preparing 
statements for use by the Washington dele- 
gation.

FORT SMITH’S BIG BRIDGE, 


Jay Gould Has Agreed to Build It—A Splen- 
did Boulevard. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disr Arc. 
FORT SMITH, Ark., Jan. 1.—WhenI reached 
Fort Smith last night I found the good people 
radiant with smiles, and when I inquired the 
cause of this expression of delight, I was in- 
formed that it was on account of a contract 
recently closed with Jay Gould whereby tha. 
railroad magnate is to build the long-talked of 
bridge across the Arkansas River at this place 
According to the terms of the contract 
work is to commence on the bridge 
on or before the loth of next month 
and be completed by June 1 of 
the following year, although it will probably 
be completed much sooner than that time. 
It is to be a railroad, wagon and foot bridge, 
and will cost $500,000. This same contract re- 
quires the building of round-houses and 
machine shops forthe Missouri Pacific Rall- 
road, which will necessitate the employing 
ofalarge force of hands. Surely the people 
have cause to smile, that the Kansas & Ar- 
kansas Valley Railroad, now completed 
to Coffeyville, Kan., will enter Fort 


Smith over the bridge and its immediate ex- 
tension to Gordon, Ark., where it intersects 
with the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 4 Southern 
Railroad, is an assured fact. Last summer 
Gould built handsome and commodious pas- 
senger and freight depots at this place. and 
soon work will commence on the big bridge 
which is to join the two banks at the Arkan- 
gas and connect Fort Smith withthe fertile 
valleys, vast plains and rich mines of the great 
Indian Territory with bands of steel. 
A GREAT BUILDING BOOM, 

It is most gratifying to note the vast amount 
of building that has been done in this beauti- 
ful bounding border city within the past year. 
The five-story office block on North Sixth 
street, the three-story business houses of the 
Hightower Bros. and Mrs. Wegman on the 
avenue, and the commodious wholesale house 
of Thomas H. Barnes on South Second street, 
are just receiving their finishing touches. 
The confidence of the people of Fort Smith in 
the steady and permanent growth of the city 
is remarkably evidenced by the substantial 
character of the buildings. The estimates for 
the new year, based on safe grounds, are 
more than double the work of the past year. 

PAVING THE AVENUE. 

The paving of the avenue with vitrified brick 
is progressing rapidly and will be completed 
by the Ist of June.

BRAZIL AS A REPUBLIC. 


A PREDICTION OF DANGER AHEAD WHICH 
MAY PROVE SERIOUS. 


The Leaders of the Revolution Lack Confi- 
dence in the Peeple—A Government for 
the People but Not by the Peopie—Bra- 
zilians Lacking in Self-Reliance and 
Deliberation—Dom Pedro’s Property. 


New YORK, Jan. 2.—A Riode Janeiro letter 
to the Times under date of December 4 says: 

The immediate future here is assured, but 
what will happen in the course of a year can- 
not be safely predicted. There is danger 
ahead, which may prove to be very serious. 
A prudent, refiecting man who knows the 
people can clearly foresee it. Possibly it may 
be avoided, but the probabilities are most de- 
cidedly the other way. The men who precipi- 
tated the revolution lack confidence in the 
Brazilian people, and probably have over- 
weening confidence In themselves. They do not 
believe in the present capacity of the Bra- 
zilian people for self-government. They are 
unwilling to trust them with the grave re- 
sponsibility of constructing the Governmental 
machinery, nor are they satisfied that its vom- 
plicated movements can be left to their di- 
rection. So far as the masses are concerned, 
these so-called Republican leaders are right. 
The body of the Brazillian people are not only 
ignorant but they are without the sober, 
stable qualities of the Angio-Saxons, 
and entirely lack that self-reliance 
and habit of calmly deliberating 
together and of taking counsel with one 
another which is inborn in the English-speak- 
ing race and constitutes one of its grandest 
qualities. The Brazilians are not a pure bred 
race, and while not without intellectual 
quickness, they do not have se may be 
termed the 

MORAL EQUIPOISE OF INTELLECT. 

They are impulsive, easily moved, quick to 
respond to appeals, but without tenacity of 
purpose. These characteristics distinguish as 
well the favored few who heretofore pos- 
sessed, under the Empire, the privilege of 
suffrage. Brazilian politics might be aptly 
described as pyrotechnical. The sincerity 
of men now in control cannot be ques- 
tioned; neither can their general honesty, nor 
the patriotism of their purposes, but they be- 
lieve that the body of the people neither know 
what free institutions mean, nor are prepared 
to exercise intelligently their rights under 
them. 80 far as the army and naval officers 


are concerned, they doubtless esteem them- 
selves superior to their confreres,jthe Repub- 
lican statesmen. The pussession of arms has 
a tendency to develop this description of 
self-assumed superiority, and men accus- 
tomed to command their inferlors are 
apt to believe that they alone comprehend 
the science of ruling society In general. 

The provisional Government of Brazil is 
purely and simply military rule. It was oret- 
ated by army and navy officersj and is domin- 
ated dy them. It is all powerful simply be- 
cause it is backed. by the army and navy. At 
the same time, it is true that everybody ac- 
cepts the fact that a re-establishment of the 
Empire is impossible, It is universally 
admitted thata Republicis all that there is 
to hope for. The all-important question 
which intelligent and patriotic Brazilians ask 
each other is, will we have, can we have, a 
genuine Republic?’ 

Nor A GOVERNMENT BY THE PEOPLE. 

It was naturally supposed that when the 
Republic was proclaimed the next step would 
be the calling of the constitutional assembly, 
to which the people would choose their rep- 
resentatlves, and that a form of government 
would be created and submitted to the nation 
for its approval; that pari passu, the people 
of the different provinces, would go through 
the same process of creating State govern- 
ments. But this method, which seems so 
natural and essential to Anglo-Saxons, is not 
according to the habit of thought of the Latin 
statesman and would-be ruler. The civil 
law tralning—the civil law deal—does 
not contemplate any initiative on the part of 
the people. They are subjects to be tregu- 
lated by the law. They are the created, not 
the creators. Hence, i is not strange that 
the men who created and are running the Pro- 
visional Government should have concluded 
that they must not only pave the way for but 
prepare the people themselves for the Gov- 
ernment which they will provide for a 
They say, doubtless cs truth, tde 8 
would not know hat to do wit 
power if we instrusted them with, it. They, in 
common with ourselves, were the victims of a 
corrupt, effete government from which we set 
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them, as well as ourselves free, and having 
done this, we thereby assumed the grave re- 
sponsibility of providing for the future end 
the present the best possibie form of Govern- 
ment. Wealonecan dothis because we not 
only havea realizing sense whatit ought to 
be, but know how to constitute it. 

The sincerity and capacity, the honesty and 
integrity of these men may be conceded with 
out admitting their ability to — 
what they have undertaken. 


Dom Pedro’s Property. 


New YORK, Jan. 2.—“ All was quiet at Rio 
when we sailed from that port December 8. 
said Capt. Matheson of the steamer Strabo, 
which arrived yesterday from Rio Janeiro. 


The Strabo brought copies of the late Brazil - 
ian newspapers, but no mail of importance. 
The Bio paper, O Paiz, (the Country) of De- 
cember & and 8, contains some interesting 
facts about the property of Dom Pedro, 
which has been confiscated by the Provisional 
Government. An official list of the property 
was made by Dr. Manse, Fifth Delegate of 
Police, and a copy of it sent to the ex- Emper- 
~~ legal, representatives. Following is the 
st: 

The value of the silyerware that belonged to 
Dom Pedro, removed from his palace, St. 
Christorao, at Petropolis, is estimated at 600,- 
000,000 contos, or about $300,000. The jewelry 
of the late Empress, which was kept in the 
Treasusy vaults, is valued at about $600,000. 
Dom Pedro’s personal jewelry is valued at 
at $200,000; crown jewels at about $250,000; 
coaches and stables of the royal family at 
$75,000. The furniture and fixtures of the 
royal — are said to be old and shabby, 
probably not worth, all told, over $7,500. The, 
museum and library are estimated to be 
worth about $100,000. Connected with the 
palace of St. Christorao there are also about 
one hundred houses built by Dom Pedro as a 
sort ot asylum for paupers, for which the 
value is not given. All the silverware and 
jewels of the royal family were removed to 
the public treasury at Rio,
